Continuation of 2. NOTE: The new claims are not entered because they would require further search and consideration. In particular, 
Applicant's argument of unexpected results is found persuasive with regard to the specific species shown in Table 1 on page 10 of the 
specification. However, neither claim is commensurate in scope with the identified unexpected result. Claim 34 lacks any structure 
whatsoever regarding the probe which is stably incorporated. Claim 19 contains significant structure regarding the probe, but is also 
significantly broader than the showing, which presents only two specific probes which have enhanced stability relative to the prior art 
Zuidam reference. Consequently, the amendment will not be entered because the claim would require further search, and further 
consideration with regard to obviousness over the prior art, due to the broader scope of the claim relative to the unexpected result.
